GOP primary fight ahead

AUSTIN — Former Land Commissioner Jerry 
Patterson, accusing his successor of mismanag- 
ing the ambitious Alamo redevelopment project, 
said Friday that he will challenge George P. Bush 
in the Republican primary. 

“Over the last three years, I’ve watched the 
Texas General Land Office crater,” Patterson told 
the San Antonio Express-News, contending that 
he has watched the agency “hide the ball on the 
Alamo” through a management structure in- 
volving nonprofit entities and “generally mis- 
manage the process over the last 
six or eight months.” 

A former state senator, Pat- 
terson served three terms as land 
commissioner, first winning elec- 
tion in 2002. He chose not to seek 
another re-election bid in 2014, 
instead making an unsuccessful

He also was critical of Bush’s han- 
dling of housing needs for those 
displaced by Hurricane Harvey, his responsibili- 
ty after the catastrophic storm. 

But Patterson told the Express-News in Octo- 
ber that the Alamo would be “THE issue” in a 
contested race for land commissioner. He also 
said at the time that he wouldn’t run against 
Bush, but he indicated now that things have 
changed. 

“T don’t need this job, and I frankly would 
prefer to be praising George P. Bush at this point 
in time,” Patterson said Friday. “As I said before, 
and I think you wrote it, I’ve been looking for a 
candidate for several months without success. 

“Tve concluded that there are some things 
more important than me enjoying my retirement, 
and the Texas General Land Office is more im- 
portant,” he said.

Former priest John Feit was sentenced to life 
in prison Friday for the 1960 murder of a South 
Texas beauty queen, ending a trial that revealed 
that local law enforcement conspired with the 
Catholic Church to cover up Feit’s involvement 
in the sensational case that gained national noto- 
riety. 

It has been nearly 60 years since Feit attacked 
25-year-old Irene Garza in the rectory of Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church in McAllen, where she 
went for the sacrament of confession. Instead of 
receiving a spiritual renewal, testimony showed, 
she was raped while unconscious and died gasp- 
ing for breath. 

The sentence means Feit, now 85, likely will 
die behind bars. 

It was a cathartic moment for Garza’s family

Disease didn’t defeat 
student at St. Mary’s

A couple months ago, Stacey 
Mazuca was unable to walk 
two steps, let alone cross the 
stage at her upcoming gradua- 
tion ceremony. 

Last year, the St. Mary’s 
University student was diag- 
nosed with multiple sclerosis, a 
degenerative immune condition 
that attacks the nervous sys- 
tem. Since then, she has simul- 
taneously fought to get better 
and finish her undergraduate 
degree in art education. Mazu- 
ca’s illness also forced her, at 
32, to suspend her years-long 
career as a mariachi vocalist 
and guitarist. 

Today, after the most difficult 
year of her life, Mazuca will 
walk the stage at the universi-
